
WHEREAS; first established in 1848 and formerly known as the township of Pleasant Valley, 

Princeton is located along the banks of the Fox River in Green Lake County and is currently 

home to over 1,200 permanent residents; and 

WHEREAS; on March 4, 1920, village trustees passed a resolution that was adopted by the state, 

establishing Princeton as a fourth-class city; and 

WHEREAS; residents of Princeton have worked tirelessly to preserve the city’s history, 

especially its downtown area, which has undergone renovation and preservation to maintain its 

historic charm; and 

WHEREAS; Princeton is home to Wisconsin’s largest outdoor flee market that operates on 

Saturday mornings starting in the spring through fall, providing residents and visors alike with a 

range of unique items, food, and vendor goods; and 

WHEREAS; the city will be celebrating its 175th anniversary from July 20 through the 23rd with 

games, music, food, bounce houses, and daily festivities, all culminating with a parade and party 

to honor the history, culture, character, and quality of life in the city of Princeton;
